ANOTHER advance has brought Pennsyl- 
vania crude oil up to $2.50 a barrel. There 
are other and cheaper grades of petroleum, 
i but all are increasing in price. Some of the

| grade was a short time ago. Why is oil 
| About Q)] > advancing’? So far as recorded statistics go, 
its production showed a phenomenal increase 
down to a late date. Between 1908 and 
a. — 1910 it jumped from 179,000,000 to 209,- 
000,000 barrels. In the latter year the output was in excess of 
the normal demand. A compiler of a 1911 reference book says: 
“As the production has gone up the average price has gone down 
irom $1 a barrel in 1900 to 61 cents a barrel in 1910.” This was a 
little more than two years ago. 

In the meantime, new oil fields have been opened and developed. 
The cause of the great increase in production referred to was the 
development of four great new fields in the West—the gulf field in 
Texas and Louisiana, the mid-continent field in Kansas and Okla- 
homa, and the Illinois and California fields. Independent companies 
sprang up and multiplied in many sections. Newspapers were kept 
supplied with stories of gushers. Statements for 1909 and 1910 
show increased production even in some of the older fields. Grad- 
ually less and less was said about oil field development, but pending 
the decision of the supreme court in the Standard Oil case, no less 
a person than Jolin D. Rockefeller was quoted with seeming author- 
ity as saying: “I ascribe the success of the Standard to its con- 
sistent policy to make the volume of its business large through the 
merits and cheapness of its products.”” This could not be fairly said 
today either of the Standard’s petroleum or of its by-products 
Moreover, in the article which used this quotation, and which appar- 
ently was prepared advisedly, a promise was held out for greater 
and cheaper production and wider use of petroleum in the future. 

No observant person need be told that the demand for the crude 
oil and its by-products has been greatly increased in the last two 
years. Oil is now more extensively used than ever before as a sub- 
stitute for coal; the growth of the automobile industry has multiplied 
the demand for gasoline. But this does not explain the alleged 
shortage in supply or justify the great increase in prices. There has 
been no intimation of any falling off in the available supply in the 
oil fields.. All that is known definitely is that since the so-called dis- 
solution of the Standard Oil Company, the so-called “independents” 
have been quieter. In fact, in most cases they seem to have been 
hushed completely. The question arises, is production checked to 
lower the supply and to advance prices? If so, this can hardly be 
accomplished unless by an arrangement as clearly in restraint of trade 
as any that has been met or threatened by the Sherman law. 

News to the effect that any of the great sources of oil supply 
were giving out—news that would justify suspicion of their exhaus- 
tion—could not be kept from the public. If true, such news would 
create a world-wide sensation. There is no such news. There have 
been no rumors to any such effect. Yet oil 1s advancing to a point 
that menaces other industries as essential to national prosperity at 
this juncture as oil itself. What is the truth about it? Is not the 
vovernment able to find out? 
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THERE is the possibility, of course, that a college students’ pro- 
cession on Pennsylvania avenue on March 4 would take too long to 
pass a given point, but the possibility speaks volumes, nevertheless, 
jor the progress of the higher education in the United States.

NATURALLY and properly, the dominant note 
of the tenth anniversary dinner of the Amer- 
ican Pilgrim Society, in New York on Tues- 
day night, at which members of the English 
Pilgrim Society were guests, was peace, spe- 
cifically Anglo-Saxon, generally international. 
In gatherings of representatives of advanced 
| nations, whether they be wholly social or not, 
| it would be rather difficult in these times for 

the note ot discord to find sympathy or 
applause. Among those who take cognizance intelligently and 
seriously of conditions, thought 1s necessarily given to the possibil- 
ities Ot peace disturbance, and to means of preventing it, but the 
sentiment that pervaded the Pilgrim dinner may be taken to repre- 
sent fairly that prevailing today throughout the greater part of the 
civilized world. 

Whether it was the veteran American diplomat, Joseph H. 
Choate, or the British diplomatic counselor, Mitchell Innes, or bishop 
or layman, who was talking, this sentiment expressed itself and 
became crystallized in the proposition that there is no difference or 
misunderstanding between the United States and Great Britain that 
cannot be reasoned out and adjusted satisfactorily. The Panama 
canal tolls question could not very well be kept absolutely in the 
background on an occasion of this kind, but it 1s encouraging to find 
that when brought forth and viewed openly, and commented upon 
frankly, it cast no dark shadows in the gathermg. Mr. Choate, 
drawing upon a fund of experience, said: “The difference which 
has arisen just now is not half as serious as the differences which 
have arisen in the past. There is nothing in it which cannot be 
readily settled by adherence on both sides to absolutely honest deal- 
ing and good faith in the keeping of compacts.” There is no dif- 
ference that can arise between any nations, or between individuals, 
that cannot be readily settled on this principle. Mr. Choate’s words 
simply embody a re-statement of the Golden Rule. Mr. Innes’ later 
reference to the barrenness of a merely diplomatic victory was an 
emphasized acceptance of the same principle. The whole frend of 
the after-dinner discussion was in harmony with the noblest admoni- 
tion ever addressed to mankind. 

Manifestly, the leaven of righteousness is working, and it must 
inevitably insure tranquil intercourse not only for those described 
as Anglo-Saxons, but for all peoples. A basis of agreement as to 
what is equitable, just, right, may be found only by earnest striving, 
but we do not doubt that earnest striving will be rewarded, whether 
it be carried on by men or nations, and that the reward will be peace, 
good will, and all of their attendant blessings.

ently been encouraged by the department of state to relieve Chinas 
immediate needs and take advantage of the unquestioned primacy 
of America in the good will.of the Chinese, a very different outcome 
might have been registered. America has no such special reason tor 
surprise or chagrin over the outcome of Russia's duplicity as niust 
be telt by a nation that is her ally and under obligations to withhold 
criticism or resentment. Russia already seemingly has won Mon- 
golia from China, and is determined in every way to block any eftec- 
tive assertion of national power. If her present allies in Asia, for 
reasons of state that seem sufficient to them, are willing thus to treat 
the new democracy, the American government is under no com- 
pulsion to follow suit. 

With a change of administration in March there may be a 
change of American policy in China. If Mr. Bryan becomes secre- 
tary of state, the change seems sure. ‘The present representative of 
the United States at Peking, Mr. Calhoun, has not created a favor- 
able impression either in China or at home by his discussions of the 
future of China’s democratic experiment, and it is doubtful whether 
he has found the role he has been ordered to play a pleasant one. 

lf Mr. Wilson, as soon as he becomes President, will select from 
several competent Americans now in China a man who knows the 
people, their history, their literature.and their social aspirations, and 
who has their confidence, and if. Mr. Wilson will make such a man 
the American spokesman in diplomacy the new executive will do well 
both by the United States and by China.

Advice is resented by 
Reason | most men; they follow their own liking 
| unworried over the general good; but when 
they find that there is more money to be made 
on the farm than in the town, then there is 
hope. The man in the shop may in time let the high price of butter 
and eggs dig into his thought as it does into his pocket. He may 
reason in a slow process that he ought to be on the other end of 
the butter and egg market. Having gained that conclusion, if his 
habits have not robbed him of capacity for initiative, he may go out 
and find the farm that awaits him. But he should not wait long. 
Let him move soon. 

The price of the farm is moving already. New England farm 
lands are easily worth double what they were a score of years ago. 
Instances of really productive lands selling at three times their 
former price can be cited. There are regions where $40 is being 
paid by thrifty Polish people for the year’s use of an acre of land 
that could have been bought ten years ago for $100. 

The reason for this state of things is not local nor provincial; 
it is national. In one decade the population of America increased 
21 percent. In the same period the total volume of all farm products 
increased about 2 per cent. But in the same period the value of 
those farm products increased 150 per cent. This sort of thing did 
not come about in ten years. Consider what thirty years did— 
increased the amount of wheat growth 40. per cent but increased the 
people to consume the wheat in double that ratio. 

Statistics gain the force of compelling argument when they talk 
like that. They put in the gross what is coming home to men in 
their own affairs. They describe the need of organized movement 
in nation and state and city to present the farm attractiom, the sub- 
stantial inducement to the town-dwellers who have all to gain in 
getting back to the soil. Statistics get their greatest force as a plain 
instruction to men that they are victims of an unbalanced distribu- 
tion of energy. In time their direction will be heeded. What 
public-spirited organization can do is to accelerate the process. 
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WHILE it would be going too far to say that all good men are 
kept out of public life by reason of personal attacks to which public 
men in the United States are subject, it 1s true that there are thou- 
sands of good men who would be useful in public lite but who prefer 
the immunities and amenities of private life.

If || oordination 
the precedent is thus established, no doubt 
other demands for national action will fol- 
low. The bureau of education, for which 
progressive educators of late have been endeavoring to secure somie 
measure of added authority, is bound to take on new importance as 
the result of the apparent altered temper of the country and of Con- 
gress. Nor is the drift toward centralization seen only in the case 
above noted. In Pennsylvania, as the Monitor has recently noted, 
they are discussing the desirability of coordinating the work of 
the higher institutions of learning of the commonwealth. In both 
Iowa and Montana the demand goes up for something of the kind. 
Competition jn this field, as elsewhere, has its severe critics; and 
the demand for efficiency and wise use of capital invested is being 
felt in the realm of education as well as in manufacturing-and trade. 
Opposed to the scheme are persons with whom local patriotism and 
sectarian attachments count much, and also those persons, who, on 
principle, believe that in education as in government the safest method 
is that of the traditional American decentralization. These people 


argue that there is a sure and permanent place for the small college; 
that sections of large states need their own local institutions; that 
with variety of control and administrative point of view there is 
chance for experimentation with new theories of pedagogics, such 
as never can exist where authority is centralized and a program 
inposed from above. 

“ach party to this controversy has mucl: in its favor, but the 
time-spirit now favors the innovators who would coordinate and 
centralize. Sooner or later, in all the states, the democratic scheme 
of education will doubtless be carried to its logical conclusion, with 
a state university in fact if not 1m name. Such an ‘institution is 
bound to have a certain primacy; but that by no means implies that 
in order for it to flourish other schools of the same class must cease 
tO be. In fact. Aas time POeS Oni, the flourishing State iniversitv \\ 7) 
probably be only too glad to delegate to athliated colleges and tech 
nical schools much or all of the work now done by in. freshman 
and sophomore years. 

NEBRASKA is not tired of publicity; on the contrary it wants 
more of it, and it is taking steps to see that its publi ity is of the 
right kind.

from their labor, regularly and on a larger scale. The boys’ clubs 
have demonstrated clearly that skilful cultivation will greatly 
increase production. The department is now turning its attention 
to the girls on the farms. . Beyond the duties of housework, there is 
little opportunity for them, as a rule. As a consequence, they are 
as restless. One of the pressing necessities is to awaken on the 
farm interests. that will enlist their attention. 

In the last few years the value of the egg product has been for- 
cibly brought to the attention of the country. The department of 
agriculture has taken cognizance of it. Among other things, it has 
been ascertained that enormous losses are caused annually by 
unskilful handling. There is great waste.in the farm poultry yard, 
and greater loss still from inability to employ poultry-yard oppor- 
tunities to advantage. The idea, therefore, is to begin at once the 
systematic organization and training of girls’ poultry clubs. ‘Spe- 
cialists are to represent the department. The girls are to be taught 
how to manage things in order that they may build up a regular 
and a lucrative trade in chickens and eggs, and it is estimated that 
the profits will do fully as much for them as the profits on farming 
have done for the boys. Girls between 10 and 18 will be eligible. 

Now, there is no good reason why the poultry yard and other 
useful occupations for girls should, be confined exclusively to the 
rural districts. Home employment for girls is as much of a prob- 
lem in suburb, town and city as it is in the country. Gitls have 
established their competency in a thousand forms of employment 
away from home. It would seem that the poultry club idea should 
lead to the establishment of vocations for those who are too young, 
or who, for any other reason, find it impossible, to accept outside 
employment. There are many parents, no doubt, in the populous 
communities of the country, who would appreciate such attention for 
their children as the department of agriculture is extending to those 
upon the farms. 


IN THE monthly bulletin of the statistical 
department of the city of Boston, just issued, 
Director Hartwell has embodied an analysis

England to the United States. Thus a region 
that has 2.1 per cent of the land area of the 
continental region of the republic, and 7.1 
per cent of the total population, has 12.8 
per cent of the urban population of the coun- 
try, although the gain in this respect, during the years 1900-1910 
was less than in the country at large. The six New England states 
in 1904 had 8.8 per cent of the national wealth within their boun- 
daries ; but of property in the form of manufacturing machinery and 
tools the section had 14.5 per cent of the total amount of the nation's 
investment. These facts indicate clearly why representatives of the 
New England states in Congress are wont to oppose legislation 
believed to be hostile to the interests of manutacturers. Having 
only 3.0 per cent of the farms of the country, New England is hol 
especially loyal to economic policies that stress agriculturists’ rights. 
The fact is proved by the decreased area of land in farms. The 
decade 1900-1910 shows a loss ot 4.1 per cent, while in the United 
States the farm land increased 4.8 per cent. Farm values rose in 
New England during the decade, but at no such rate as in the coun- 
try at large. Ownership of farms by natives is still a characteristic 


feature of the situation. 

New England’s share of the foreign commerce ot the country 
for the year ending June 30. 1912, was 0.9 per cent, a major part Ol 
it imports, and this. corresponded to the trend shown in national 
revenue statistics. a trend. however, which Boston and New England 
are hoping to reverse in the near future as export trade by way of 
new lines of vessels develops in Europe, South America and Asia. 

New England has 4.4 per cent of all the banks of the nation, 
with resources that are 12.41 per cent of the total national assets so 
invested. the thrift of her people being indicated especially in her 
savings banks, with 27.51 per cent of the total deposits. During 
the vears 1909-1910 the number of manufacturing establishments 
increased 4.6 per cent, the number of wage earners 15.1 per cent, 
the capital invested 10.0 per cent, and the value of products 10.9 
per cent. The total value added by manufacture of raw materials 
was 57.8 per cent. 

While New England has not begun to use her land for farm 
purposes up to anything like its potential producing power, and while 
large profits lie ahead for persons who will take up with intensive 
agriculture and raising of fruits and vegetables for a region thickly 
settled with consumers, the fact remains, as these figures show, that 
the New England of today is an urban, manufacturing region, need- 
ing more rapid development of its trade abroad than it has been 


winning of late. 
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
